The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

2. Claims 1 , and 1 6-35 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 2 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,653,539. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the independent claims of the instant 
application recite the same invention but are made broader. The limitation "interface 
insert positioned in the grooved section" in claim 1 of the patent 6,653,539 and the 
limitation "interface insert fixed in at least one of... " recited in claims 16 and " interfaced 
insert, is fixed into at least one groove" recited in claim 35 are in fact the same 
invention. The same invention of both the patent and the instant application is further 
revealed by the applicant's remark that "the interface insert is fixed in a groove", and the 
dependent claims of the instant application are obvious in relation to claims 1 and 2 o f 



the patent 6,653.539 
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3. The applicant's preliminary amendment dated October 14, 2003 requesting the 
cancellation of original claim 1 in the remark is improper. The applicant must cancel 
claim 1 by the formal amendment procedure. Further, the examiner has amended the 
applicant's 10/14/ 2003 amendment to the specification by insertion of the phrase "now 
US Patent 6,653,539" after "Patent Application No. 09/919,154, filed July 31, 2001." 

4. Claims 16-35 would be allowable if a terminal disclaimer is timely submitted, and 
claim 1 cancelled. 

5. The examiner agrees with the applicant's argument that the prior art does not 
teach a fixed interface insert as claimed in the claims of the instant application.
